It  affords  me  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  FOURTEENTH 
ANNUAL  REPORT,  which  is  also  the  FIFTY-NINTH  REPORT  since  the 
incorporation  of  the  Borough. 


MIDWIVES  ACT,  1936. 

A draft  scheme  was  submitted  to  the  Health  Committee  in  Deceml>er, 
1936,  and  in  January  of  this  year  regarding  a flomiciliary  service.  This 
scheme  is  still  under  consideration. 


APPOINTMENT  OF  ENTRA  NURSE. 

A scheme  was  drawn  up  for  the  co-ordination  of  the  .School  and 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  services.  F^or  the  purposes  of  this  scheme  the 
town  is  divided  into  four  areas  and  the  work  of  each  nurse  is  detailed  for 
the  district  which  is  allotted  to  her,  including  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare, 
.School  Medical  and  Infant  Life  Protection.  As  my  retirement  under  .Su|oer- 
annuation  was  imminent  this  matter  was  held  over  for  consideration  by  my 
successor. 
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I am  glad  to  report  that  the  bed  of  the  River  Darwen  has  been  much 
improved  by  cleaning,  but  I am  still  of  opinion  that  the  paving  and  culverting 
of  the  River  as  sjjecihed  in  my  report  of  1928  should  be  carried  out.  This  I 
feel  would  obviate  the  liability  to  flooding. 

I take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  all  the  Members  of  my  Staff  for 
their  willing  co-operation  and  the  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their 
courtesy  and  support.

Ihey  attend  the  sick  and  carry  out  the 
physicians’  instructions.  {d)  hor  Infectious  Diseases  the  Council  make  an 
annual  grant  to  the  said  District  Nursing  Association  of  £10  10s.  Od.  and 
pay  1/-  per  nursing  visit  for  attendance  ujxm  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever,  Puer- 
peral Pyrexia,  Pneumonia  (in  children  up  to  5 years  old).  Infantile  Diarrhoea, 
Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  and  Anterior  Poliomyelitis.  The  Darwen  Tram- 
ways Committee  supply  the  District  Nursing  Association  with  free  passes  for 
the  Trams  and  Buses.

For  Smallpox. — The  Corporation  have  an  agreement  with  the  Blackburn 
Corporation  whereby  three  beds  are  reserved  for  the  use  of  Darwen  patients 
in  Finnington  Hospital,  Blackburn. 


For  other  Infectious  Diseases. — At  Bull  Hill  Corporation  Hospital, 
Darwen,  48  beds.  The  cases  usually  admitted  are  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria, 
Erysipelas  and  Pneumonia.  (See  paragraph  below  relating  to  same.) 

During  the  year  100  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  59  Diphtheria,  and  two  cases 
of  Vincent’s  Angina  were  admitted  to  our  Bull  Hill  Hospital. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  the  physician  in  charge  of  the  hospital. 
Consultants  are  called  in  as  required. 

Tubercular  cases  from  Darwen  are  admitted  to  various  Sanatoria 
through  the  Lancashire  County  Tuberculosis  Committee.

INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  FOR  MOTHERS  AND  CHILDREN. 

Arrangements  exist  for  the  admission  of  Maternity  cases  into  the 
Springfield  Maternity  Home,  Blackburn,  Ur.  R.  Y.  Aitken,  of  Blackburn,  is 
the  consultant  for  cases  of  Difficult  Confinement,  Eclampsia  and  Puerperal 
Fever  and  Pyrexia,  and  where  he  considers  it  necessary  has  the  patient 
removed  to  his  own  ward  in  Blackburn  Royal  Infirmary.  The  Health  Com- 
mittee make  a grant  of  £60  per  annum  for  the  admission  of  these  cases. 

The  number  of  cases  so  removed  during  the  year  was  Puerperal  four. 
Midwifery  fourteen. 

The  Public  Assistance  Committee  deal  with  cases  of  unmarried  mothers, 
illegitimate  children,  and  children  temporarily  or  permanently  deprived  of  a 
home  with  their  own  parents.  The  cases  are  admitted  to  Queen’s  Park 
Hospital  or  Cottage  Homes  for  Children. 

There  is  no  hospital  accommodation  in  Darwen  for  the  treatment  of 
Maternity  cases,  or  for  Children’s  Ailments.  The  Queen’s  Park  Hospital, 
Blackburn,  is  the  Public  Assistance  Infirmary  for  Darwen,  etc.,  and  admits 
Maternity  and  other  cases  from  Darwen  as  required.  They  have  at  this 
hospital  a Maternity  Section  and  an  Open-air  Section  for  Cripple  Children, 
and  carry  out  Orthopaedic  work.  Children  are  also  sent  for  treatment  to 
Manchester  Children’s  Hospital,  Pendlebtiry. 


POOR  LAW  MEDICAL  OUT  RELIEF. 

This  service  is  under  the  Administrative  Control  of  the  County  Council 
(Public  Assistance  Committee). 


MIDWIVES. 

Employed  directly  by  the  Local  Authority. — None. 

The  names  of  16  Midwives,  including  one  untrained,  were  on  the 
register  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Two  of  these  practised  solely  in  their  Nurs- 
ing Homes  and  two  combine  Nursing  Home  and  District  Practise,  the  remain- 
ing 13  practised  as  District  Midwives  and/or  Monthly  Nurses. 

Routine  Visits  are  paid  to  the  Midwives  by  the  Authority’s  Inspectors 
when  Ante-Natal  records,  case  books  and  bag  of  appliances  are  examined 
and  a general  survey  of  the  surroundings  noted. 

The  number  of  Midwives  practising  is  more  than  sufficient  for  the 
Borough. 
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CHILD  WELFARE  CLINICS  (FOR  CHILDREN  UP  TO 

FIVE  YEARS  OF  ACE). 

At  Bolton  Road  Centre  a Morning  Clinic  is  held,  pre  School  Children 
are  treated  for  the  usual  minor  ailments.

There  were  seven  cases  on  our  register  at  the 
end  of  1936  who  were  being  received  for  reward  by  four  persons. 


ORTHOP/EDIC  TREATMENT. 

The  Lancashire  County  Council’s  Orthopaedic  Scheme  was  adopted  by 
the  Darwen  Local  Authority,  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Education 
and  the  Ministry  of  Health,  became  operative,  April,  1932. 

The  Scheme  is  as  follows — 

1.  The  Clinic  is  held  at  the  Maternity  Centre  on  Wednesdays  from 
10  a.m.  to  4 p.m. 

IT  The  Orthopaedic  Nurse  attends  each  Wednesday. 

HI.  The  Orthopaedic  Surgeon  attends  once  monthly,  examines  and 
advises  treatment  m all  cases. 

IV.  Cases  when  advised  by  the  Surgeon  are  sent  to  Ancoats  Hospital 
Manchester,  or  Biddulph  Orange  Hospital.  ’ 

By  this  method  there  is  complete  control  and  supervision  of  all  cases 
The  Clinic  being  the  centre  of  all  action. 


PROCEDURE. 

Any  child  in  Darwen  discovered  by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Staff,  School  Medical  Staff  or  Attendance  Officer,  to  be  suffering  from 
crippling  condition,  is  reported  to  the  School  Medical  Officer,  the  nareVt' 
are  invited  to  bring  the  child  to  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic  or  the  School  Ci'^ 
for  examination  and  consultation.  Should  the  case  be  a suitaWe  one 
the  parents  agree,  an  appointment  is  made  for  the  child  to  ’ attend 
Orthopaedic  Clinic.  ‘

MATERNITY  AND  NURSING  HOMES. 

On  the  2nd  day  of  August,  1928,  the  powers  under  the  Nursing  Homes 
(Registration)  Act,  1927,  were  handed  over  to  the  Darwen  Corporation  by 
the  Lancashire  County  Council. 

Three  Private  Maternity  Nursing  Homes  and  one  Nursing  Home  are 
registered  by  the  Council. 

These  Homes  are  kept  under  insi>ection  by  the  Department  and  have 
been  found  satisfactory. 

Under  Rule  25,  Section  E.,  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board,  routine  \ isits 
are  paid  to  these  Homes  when  record  books  are  examined  and  a general 
survey  is  made. 

Special  visits  are  paid  after  receiving  notilication  of  Ophthalmia 
Neonatorum,  Puerperal  Pyrexia  or  Puerjxiral  Fever,  to  see  that  Rule  6, 
Section  E.,  is  carried  out.

Cases  requiring  hospital  treatment  are  admitted  to  Blackburn 
Royal  Infirmary  in  accordance  with  consultant’s  instructions.  Should  any 
case  remain  at  home  the  District  Nursing  Association  under  the  arrange- 
ment with  the  Corporation  would  send  a nurse  to  carry  out  the  medical 
attendant’s  instructions.

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 


Two  Health  Visitors  have  been  appointed  and  we  have  established  two 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres.  Two  sessions  are  held  weekly  at  the 
Bolton  Road  Centre,  and  one  at  the  Greenfield  Centre.  Advice  is  given 
daily  by  the  Health  Visitors  at  Bolton  Road  Centre  to  any  mothers  between 
the  hours  of  9 to  10  a.m.,  and  5 to  5-30  p.m.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Heahh 
attends  one  session  each  week  for  ante-natal  work.  Children  up  to  five  years 
are  weighed  and  record  cards  are  kept.

The  Local  Authority  has  instituted  a scheme  for  the  supply  of  milk  for 
necessitous  infants  and  expectant  and  nursing  mothers.  During  1936  free 
grants  in  necessitous  cases  were  made  as  follows — 

Fresh  Cow’s  Milk  value  £135  15s.  Od. , Dried  Milk  £5  3s.  6d.,  a total 
of  £140  18s.  6d. 

The  applicants  for  this  fill  up  a form  ; inquiries  are  made  regarding 
the  social  conditions  and  income,  and  grants  of  free  milk  are  made  in  accord- 
ance with  a graded  scale. 

A Voluntary  Care  Committee,  consisting  of  about  40  ladies  resident 
m the  town  interes't  themselves  in  the  work  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Centre.  Three  of  this  number  are  members  of  the  Maternity  and  Child 
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Welfare  Sub-Committee.  In  this  connection  there  is  a Mothers’  Club  which 
meets  one  evening  each  fortnight  at  the  Maternity  Centre.  A cour  ^ 
lectures  and  practical  demonstrations  is  given.  There  is  also  a avin^. 
Scheme  in  connection  with  the  Mothers’  Club. 

We  must  again  record  our  thanks  to  the  Mayoress  (Mrs.  Preston)  for 
the  interest  she  has  taken  in  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres.  She 
gave  a donation  to  the  Fund  and  provided  each  mother  with  1/-  for  tea  on 
their  Annual  Trip  to  Blackpool  in  June  and  also  for  the  Christmas  Tea  at 
which  some  200  mothers  with  their  babies  attended  and  were  later  entertained 
by  scholars  from  the  Grammar  School  trained  in  folk  songs  and  dances  by 
Miss  (io'Wan  with  Mr.  Harroj)  at  the  piano. 

To  the  members  of  the  “ Inner  Wheel  ” for  a gift  of  two  maternity 
bags  to  be  lent  out  to  needy  mothers. 

To  the  Women’s  Free  Church  Council,  Blackpool,  for  again  providing 
three  of  our  poor  mothers  with  a week’s  free  holiday  at  Blackpool. 

To  various  ladies  in  the  town  for  parcels  of  garments,  books  and  toys 
for  distribution. 

To  the  members  of  the  Longfield  Women’s  Institute,  Kent,  for  many 
Iiarcels  of  garments  made  by  them,  also  parcels  of  cast-off  garments  and 
footwear,  and  for  a parcel  of  dolls  at  Christmas,  also  made  by  the  members. 

To  the  donor  of  three  parcels  of  greengroceries  at  Christmas. 

To  the  mothers  who  have  so  kindly  sent  prams  to  be  given  away. 


And  last  but  not  least  to  our  Voluntary  Committees  at  Bolton  Road 
and  Greenfield  Centres  for  their  constant  attendance  week  after  week  to  make 
and  serve  tea  to  the  mothers  and  for  the  help  they  have  given  from  their  fund 
to  provide  extra  nourishments  to  mothers  and  babies  in  need. 

All  children  have  record  cards  and  as  each  child  attains  the  age  of 
five  years  the  record  is  transferred  to  the  School  Medical  Department.

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ANTE-NATAL  SCHEME. 


In  I>ecemb€r,  1934,  a meeting  of  all  midwives  and  also  a meeting  of 
the  Medical  Practitioners  in  the  town  was  held  at  the  Maternity  Centre. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  gave  facts  concerning  maternal  deaths 
and  after  discussion  it  was  agreed  to  apply  the  following  scheme  : — 

(1)  Each  Midwife  will  examine  the  mother  at  the  time  of  engagement, 
examine  again  at  the  28th  and  36th  weeks,  weekly  examinations  of  urine 
and  keep  records  of  same.  Any  departures  from  normal  she  will  refer 
such  case  to  the  family  Doctor  or  to  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic  as  requested. 

(2)  The  Medical  Practitioner  will  do  all  his  own  ante-natal  examinations 
where  he  is  engaged  and  direct  any  minor  examinations  ,to  the  Midwife 
or  Maternity  Nurse  engaged,  or  refer  any  such  minor  examinations  (such 
as  urine)  to  the  Ante-Natal  (Clinic,  if  he  thinks  fit. 

(3)  Where  in  any  case  the  Medical  Practitioner  desires  further  advice  he 
will  consult  with  Dr.  Aitken,  of  Blackburn  ; who  will,  if  he  thinks  it 
necessary,  take  over  the  case  for  all  further  treatment,  such  cases  will 
be  removed  to  his  beds  at  Blackburn  Royal  Infirmary. 

(4)  The  Ante-Natal  Clinic  is  open  every  morning  from  9 to  10  a.m.  for  minor 
examinations,  urine  testing,  and  general  advice  re  breasts,  feeding,  etc., 
and  for  a complete  ante-natal  examination  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  by  appointment.  At  this  Clinic  the  Medical  Officer  arranges  for 
any  cases  when  requested,  to  enter  the  Maternity  Section  at  Queen’s 
Park  Hospial,  where  the  mother  is  again  examined  ante-natally  at  an 
early  date  by  Dr.  Fleming,  who  keeps  records  and  afterwards  takes 
charge  of  the  case.  Acting  on  her  advice  urines  are  examined,  blood 
pressures  are  taken  at  our  Ante-Natal  Clinic.  These,  if  necessar\-,  are 
reported  to  Dr.  Fleming.  Dr.  Fleming  advises  the  mother  as  to  the  date 
she  has  to  enter  the  wards  for  her  confinement. 

This  scheme  has  now  been  in  operation  since  January,  1934,  and  is 
working  well. 

Under  it,  every  mother  has  an  ante-natal  examination.  All  difficult 
labours  and  pueriieral  cases  are  removed  to  Blackburn  Royal  Infirmary  under 
the  care  of  Dr.  Aitken.  Ordinary  midwifery  cases  are  removed  to  Queen’s 
Park  Hospital  Maternity  Wards  and  have  the  attention  of  Dr.  Fleming.  An 
ambulance  can  be  had  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night. 

Part  of  this  scheme  has  been  in  0]>eration  since  June,  1930,  and  has 
lieen  gradually  added  to  until  the  above  completed  scheme  was  generally 
agreed  upon.

The  amount  of  water  consumed  for  the  year  1936  was  332,000,000 
gallons,  36,039,000  gallons  being  for  trade  purposes.  The  remainder  for 
domestic  use  at  the  rate  of  24  gallons  per  head  per  day. 

THE  SAND  FILTERS 

ai  Sunnyhurst  have  an  aggregate  area  of  1,970  square  yards.  The  depth  of 
water  resting  on  the  filtering  area  is  usually  about  three  feet.  The  rate  of 
filtration  is  2/3rds  gallons  per  square  foot  per  hour  when  both  are  working 
together. 


THE  EARNSDALE  FILTERS 

have  an  aggregate  area  of  1,947  square  yards,  "and  the  rate  of  filtration  when 
both  are  working  is  5/9ths  of  a gallon  per  square  foot  per  hour.  The  surface 
oi  the  sand  layer  in  the  filter  beds  is  scraped  periodically  and  clean  sand  sub- 
stituted each  spring.  Periodically  the  whole  of  the  filtering  media  is  taken 
out  and  cleaned. 


RAINFALL  FOR  THE  YEAR. 

On  the  Watersheds  was  52.27  inches. 

In  Bold  Venture  Park  was  58.58  inches. 

The  appro.ximate  number  of  dwelling  houses  supplied  direct  is  10  617 
There  is  rio  supply  by  stand  pipe  and  there  is  no  possibility  of  contamination 
in  the  vicinity  of  dwelling  houses. 

.Six  routine  samples  were  taken  from  the  three  normal  sources  of  siinnlv 
viz  : .Sunnyhurst,  Earnsdale  and  Bull  Hill  Reservoirs  and  were  found  to  b 
satisfactory. 

One  sample  of  water  was  taken  from  the  Bore  Hole  for  chemical  exam 
ination  and  apart  from  hardness,  the  water  was  suitable  for  domestic  use 
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One  sample  taken  from  a private  supply  proved  satisfactory. 

Normally  the  water  is  collected  from  the  moorland  and  is  very  soft, 
having  about  4 degrees  of  hardness.  Owing  to  the  presence  of  peaty  acids 
it  is  necessary  to  treat  the  water  with  sodium  carbonate  before  it  is  passed 
through  the  sand  filters  and  broken  limestone  is  also  placed  in  the  bed  of  the 
brook  which  feeds  Earnsdale  Reservoir. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  augment  the  ordinary  sources  of  supply 
with  water  from  the  .Shorey  Bank  Bore  Hole,  particulars  of  which  apjieared 
in  my  1934  report. 

Several  farms  and  remote  country  houses,  i.e.,  about  50,  have  orivate 
supplies  and  are  kept  under  observation. 

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

The  Bacteriological  method  is  the  one  in  use  for  the  treatment  of 
sewage,  and  is  efficient. 

There  are  a few  houses  situated  in  outlying  parts  of  the 
town  to  which  our  drainage  system  has  not  yet  been  extended.  These 
houses  are  still  on  the  pail  system  and  necessitate  the  collection  and  removal 
of  the  excreta  by  the  l.ocal  Authority. 

Water  and  Smoke  Tests  are  applied  to  new  and  reconstructed  drains. 

The  drainage  system  is  of  the  combined  type. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  river  is  regularly  e.xamined  as  to  condition  of  river  l>ed  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors. 

There  is  a slight  innocuous  discolouration  from  paper  mills,  etc.

The  whole  Borough  is  now  served  with  11,627  portable  refuse  recep- 
tacles owned  by  the  Corporation. 


The  Corporation,  under  the  provisions  of  a Local  Act,  contribute  half 
cost  of  conversions  of  pails  to  fresh  water  closets.  In  new  property  fresh 
water  closets  only  are  allowed  to  be  fixed. 


There  are  no  privy  middens  within  the  Borough.

TRANSPORT. 

In  August  an  additional  Motor  Vehicle  was  purchased,  this  being  an 
8 cub.  yard  S.  and  D.  Freighter.  The  number  of  horses  was  reduced  by 
three.  The  results  of  this  change  are  reflected  m a more  efficient  collection 
of  refuse  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  remaining  horses  will  be  disposed  of  as  far 
as  possible  in  favour  of  Mechanical  Transport. 

For  the  collection  of  refuse  from  shops,  a lightweight  four-wheeled  horse 
drawn  vehicle  of  7 cubic  yard  capacity  has  been  built  in  our  workshop.  Ihis 
has  a steel  chassis  fitted  with  pneumatic  tyred  wheels,  internal  expanding 
brakes  operating  on  rear  wheels,  a hand  ofierated  double  extension 
tipping  gear  is  used  for  discharging  the  load. 

Tins  are  sorted  from  the  refuse,  pressed  and  sold,  the  total  amount 
received  for  the  12  months  ending  March  31st,  1937,  was  £10  14s.  3d. 
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STREET  SWEEPING. 


Twelve  street  orderlies,  each  having  a modern  tyi>e  o^  hand  true,  ' main 
tain  a high  standard  of  efficiency  in  street  cleansing.  During  the  year  T 

which  had  wheels  with  solid  tyres  were  converted,  all  now  have  pneuma  ic 
tyres.  Trucks  are  washed  regularly  and  kept  well  painted  in  ore  er  o 
■create  a pleasing  appearance. 


STREET  LITTER. 

In  accordance  with  a policy  adopted  the  number  of  street  litter  bins 
is  being  gradually  increased  with  very  gratifying  results. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 

The  fourteen  public  urinals  are  cleansed  daily,  a whole  time  care- 
i=iker.  topfether  with  his  wife,  acting  as  Lady  Attendant,  supervise  Public 
Conveniences  situated  at  Belgrave  Square.  Those  at  ’he  Public  Market 
Hall  and  Ground  are  under  the  supervision  of  the  Market  Attendants.

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BLACK  SMOKE  NUISANCES. 


Sixteen  observations  were  taken,  each  of  one  hour  s duration.  Visits 
were  paid  to  the  mills  ; every  effort  being  made  to  co-operate  with  mill  owners  ; 
advice  was  given  to  the  firemen  with  a view  to  reducing  the  amount  of  black 
smoke  emitted. 


SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

There  is  only  one  Public  Swimming  Bath  in  the  town.  Phis  is  of 
modern  construction,  erected  in  1933,  having  one  large  and  one 
small  plunge.  The  result  of  the  Bacteriological  Examination  of  the  water 
was  satisfactory. 

The  water  is  treated  with  Alumina  Ferric,  with  Soda-ash  as  a base, 
lo  ensure  the  satisfactory  condition  of  the  water  it  is  aerated  and  also 
chlorinated  by  chlorine  gas. 

There  are  no  Privately-owned  Swimming  Baths  or  Pools  in  the  Borough. 


SCHOOLS. 

The  condition  of  the  Schools  generally  is  good.  The  town’s  water 
supply  IS  connected  to  all  the  Schools  and  is  adequate. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  close  any  school  on  account  of  outbreaks 
of  infectious  disease. 

The  Schools  are  inspected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  during  the  holiday 
periods.  On  these  occasions  the  floors  and  furniture  are  washed  and  the  walls 
are  swept  ; all  lavatories  are  specially  attended  to  and  hmewashed.  In  one 
case  It  was  necessary  to  snecially  direct  the  attention  of  the  School  Managers 
to  the  unsatisfactory  condition  of  the  School  building,  sanitary  conveniences 
and  yard  surfaces.  It  is  hoped  that  the  negotiation’s  will  have  the  desired 
effect. 

HOUSES  LET  IN  LODGINGS. 

During  1936  no  legal  action  was  necessary.  Byelaws  were 
granted  to  the  Corporation  in  1929  and  these  are  adequate. 


UNDERGROUND  SLEEPING  ROOMS. 

There  is  no  need  for  regulations  as  we  have  no  such  rooms  in  Darwen.

Three  firms  carry  on  the  work  of  Gut  Scraping  and  Tripe  Boiling,  one 
firm  the  trade  of  fat  extracting,  the  latter  having  become  established  during 
the  year.  There  have  been  complaints  received  respecting  the  latter  on 
account  of  the  emission  of  offensive  odour.  The  complaints  are  receiving 
attention  and  the  matter  has  l>een  referred  to  the  firm  concerned  for  immediat  e 
attention.  A modern  “ Iwel  labs  ” enclosed  plant  is  in  use  at  this  factory" 


RAC  FLOCK  ACTS,  1911  AND  1928.

Ihe  Cinemas,  Clubs  and  other  public  buildings  were  visited  and  the 
sanitary  conveniences,  etc.,  examined  and  such  repairs  as  were  required 
carried  out. 

MUNICIPAL  HOSTEL. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  a decrease  of  2.63  in  the  monthlv  aver- 
age number  of  lodgers  compared  wuth  1935.  This  is  tlie  only  common 
lodging  house  in  the  town,  a distinct  advantage  from  a public  health  stand- 
point. The  house  was  frequently  visited,  and  on  occasions  in  the  evening, 
after  the  lodgers  had  retired  to  rest,  the  cubicles  occupied  were  checked  and 
the  books  examined.  The  two  top  rooms  containing  65  cubicles  remained 
closed  during  the  year.

CHIEF  SANITARY  REQUIREMENTS  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

Two  matters  appear  to  require  urgent  attention.  The  practice  of  occu- 
piers of  houses  erecting  temporary  buildings  in  )’ards  resulting  in  the  serious 
restriction  of  yard  space  appears  to  be  increasing  and  as  these  are  chiefly 
constructed  of  undesirable  material  and  bad  construction  ap]jropriate  action 
should  be  taken  against  the  offenders. 


The  closing  of  several  mills  has  resulted  m the  mill  reseroirs  having 
become  stagnant  and  offensive.  In  certain  cases  this  is  aggravated  by  per- 
sons who  deposit  fllth  and  rubbish  therein.  It  is  proposed  to  deal  with  these 
cases  as  quickly  as  possible  by  securing  the  piping  of  water  supplies  to  outlets 
and  filling  in  the  reservoirs.

HOUSING  CONDITIONS. 

GENERAL  OBSERVATIONS  AS  TO  HOUSING  CONDITIONS. 

The  majority  of  the  houses  are  in  street  formation,  provided  with  }'ards 
and  back  streets,  with  four  rooms,  about  28%  have  baths.  Of  these 

houses  over  5 jier  cent,  are  over  100  years  old.  The  prevailing  defect  is 
dampness. 

The  badly  arranged  property  is  to  be  dealt  with.  There  are 
live  back-to-back  houses  in  the  Borough  and  there  are  no  ill-effects  from 
overcrowding. 


SUFFICIENCY  OF  SUPPLY  OF  HOUSES. 

There  were  empty  in  the  Borough  on  the  thirty-ftrst  December,  1936, 
about  90  houses  suitable  for  occupation  by  persons  of  the  working  classes, 
and  of  these  about  60  jier  cent,  were  available  at  a reasonable  weekly  rent. 

d'hcre  are  suitable  sites  available  for  new  houses. 
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OVERCROWDING. 


The  incidence  is  very  low  in  the  Borough  as  will  be  seen  b”  the  figures 
given  on  jjage  44.  Ihere  is  every  indication  that  for  the  present  the  num- 
l>er  of  houses  of  suitable  sizes  which  are  empty  will  [irovide  alternative  accom- 
modation required  for  the  relief  of  o\ercrowded  families,  therefore  no  pro- 
posals have  been  put  forward  for  the  Corporation  to  provide  houses  for  this 
purpose. 


FITNESS  OF  HOUSES. 

The  inspection  of  houses  of  the  Working  Classes  continues  and  in  most 
cases  where  defects  are  discovered,  informal  action  has  been  successful  in 
securing  the  required  repairs.  In  all  cases  where  defects  exist  a specification 
of  the  work  required  is  forwarded  with  the  Informal  notice  ; this  appears  to 
have  met  with  general  approx  al  from  property  owners  as  they  are  able  to  hand 
this  directly  to  a contractor  for  his  use  in  tendering.  Brief  extracts  from 
bye-laws  which  might  be  of  assistance  to  owner  or  builder  are  also  forwarded 
as  occasion  requires.  The  quality  of  x^^orkmanship  steadily  improves  and 
this  is  regarded  as  a satisfactory  result  of  co-operation  xvith  owners  and  con- 
tractors. 

It  IS  hoped  that  very  soon  the  remaining  back-to-back  houses  or  those 
so  constructed  as  to  preclude  through  ventilation,  will  have  been  so  recon- 
structed or  otherwise  dealt  with  as  to  permanently  remox-e  them  from  their 
present  category. 

Houses  which  have  joint  closet  accommodation  or  pail  closets  are  not 
being  neglected.  Every  oppiortunity  will  continue  to  be  used  with  the  object 
ot  providing  fresh  water  closets  for  each  house.  Those  haxing  pail  closets 
present  some  difficulty,  but  many  will  disappear  in  certain  instances  as  a result 
of  demolition  of  houses. 

The  houses  where  there  is  no  adequate  internal  water  supply  are  receiv- 
ing attention,  and  it  is  hoped  that  as  a result  the  number  will  be  reduced  to 
a minimum.

BYELAWS  RELATING  TO  HOUSES,  ETC. 

The  present  Byelaws  have  proved  to  be  adequate. 

GENERAL  OBSERVATIONS. 

No  difficulties  have  been  experienced  in  housing  administration. 

The  sixty-three  houses  prox  ided  during  1936  l:>ecame  tenanted  between 
July  and  August  and  the  property  vacated  appropriately  dealt  with  under 
S.  19  of  the  Housing  Act,  1930.

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  milk  supplied  in  Darwen  is,  generally,  of  good  quality. 

The  Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidated)  Act,  1915  ; The  Milk  and  Dairies 
(Amendment)  Act,  1922,  and  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926,  are  all  being 
complied  with  according  to  the  various  provisions.  The  Sanitary  Inspectors 
carry  out  the  duties  and  make  inspections  . The  books  and  certificates 
required  by  the  Acts  and  Orders  are  kept  up-to-date. 

Under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1923  and  1936,  one 
Licence  was  issued  in  respect  of  a Pasteurizing  plant  and  retail  distribution. 

There  has  been  no  refusal  or  revocation  of  registration  of  retailers  or 
of  licences  for  graded  milk. 

Vehicles,  churns,  etc.,  are  examined  and  every  endeavour  is  made  to 
encourage  scrupulous  cleanliness  in  the  handling  of  milk. 


DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 

There  were  80  cowkeepers  on  the  register  in  1936,  and  163  Retail 
Purveyors  of  Milk  other  than  Cowkeepers.  136  inspections  were  made  during 
the  year.  There  are  approximately  900  cows  in  the  Borough.  There  are 
many  purveyors  of  milk  whose  farms  are  situated  without  the  Borough.  The 
water  supplies  of  the  farms  and  dairies  are  carefully  watched  and  attention 
paid  to  the  cleaning  of  shippons,  dairies,  utensils,  etc.  There  is  a con- 
tinued improvement  in  their  condition. 

Work  is  still  being  carried  out  to  improve  the  shippons  and  dairies  of 
farms  with  a view  to  applications  for  licences  to  produce  “Accredited  Milk.” 

The  work  that  has  been  carried  out  during  the  year  is  estimated  to 
have  cost  about  £200. 

The  cowkeepers  and  milk  sellers  have  been  kept  informed  of  the  various 
regulations  and  orders  in  force,  and  copies  of  circulars  issued  by  the  Board 
ol  Agriculture  relating  to  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease,  Anthrax,  etc.,  have  been 
supplied.  Where  important  alterations  to  shipjxins  and  dairies  are  necessary, 
measurements  are  taken,  suggestions  offered  and  blue  prints  of  suitable 
dairies  forwarded  to  the  farmers. 
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DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  ACTS  (TUBERCULOSIS  ORDER),  1925. 
TUBERCULOSIS  (AMENDMENT)  ORDER,  1931. 

When  necessary  the  veterinary  surgeon  is  called  in  to  inspect  dairy 

cows. 

’ Regarding  tuberculous  milk,  no  samples  were  submitted  for  bacterio- 
logical examination.  Ten  cattle  were  clinically  examined  by  the  Borough 
Veterinary  Inspector.  He  reported  that  in  his  opinion  none  of  the  animals 
showed  clinical  evidence  of  tuberculosis. 

MEAT,  ETC. 

The  stalls,  shops,  stores  and  vehicles  are  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Inspectors  and  the  pro\isions  of  the  Regulations  are  being  complied  with. 
T he  premises  are  visited  regularly  and  strict  supervision  is  maintained. 

Market  Stalls  used  for  the  sale  of  meat  have  been  kept  under  continual 
supervision.  Particular  attention  is  being  paid  to  those  stalls  exposing  fowl 
for  sale.  The  use  of  glass  shields  on  front  of  meat  stalls  has  been  extended 
to  all  stalls. 

ABATTOIR. 

All  animals  were  killed  at  the  Public  Abattoir  where  there  is  ample 
lairage  and  slaughtering  accommodation.  Strict  supervision  was  maintained 
throughout  the  year  ; the  slaughtering  was  done  as  exjieditiously  and 
humanely  as  possible,  in  accordance  with  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933. 
An  electrical  stunner  is  used  in  one  slaughtering  room  for  sheep,  whilst  all 
pigs  are  now  stunned  electrically.  ; 

'•  The  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  in  the  Abattoir  is  again 
reduced,  although  there  was  an  increase  during  the  year  in  the  number  of  pigs 
and  calves  killed. 

Certain  improvements  have  been  carried  out  including  the  provision  of 
a Detention  Room,  already  mentioned  on  page  42.

TRIPERIES,  ETC. 

Two  tripe  dressing  firms  occupy  premises  in  the  Corporation  buildings 
adjacent  to  the  Pig  Abjlamir  in  James  Street  West.  The  waste  material  is 
burnt.  One  gut  scraper  carries  out  the  preliminary  part  of  his  work  in 
separate  premises  situated  at  the  Public  Abattoirs.  The  casings  are  sent 
OIK  of  town  to  be  scraped,  etc. 


FOOD  INSPECTION. 

Supervision  was  maintained  over  the  various  places  where  food  is  pre- 
pared, sold  and  stored. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  institute  any  legal  proceedings. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  food  poisoning  reported  during  the  year.

Every  Tuesday  and  Thursday  at  the  Clinic,  Short  Talks  are  given  to 
the  Mothers  on  Health  matters  by  the  Nurses.  Dr.  Robertson,  M.O.H.,  and 
other  persons  have  given  evening  lectures  at  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Centres  and  various  Schools,  etc.,  on  health  and  kindred  subjects. 


BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  114  Bakehouses.  These  have  been  regularly  inspected  and 
on  the  whole  they  are  in  a satisfactory  condition. 


RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION  ACT,  1919. 

In  cases  where  reports  were  received  the  premises  were  visited,  detailed 
examinations  made  and  in  certain  instances  specal  smoke  rockets  were  used  to 
trace  runs  and  in  an  endeavour  to  exterminate  the  rodents.  Advice  was  given 
to  owners  and  occupiers  of  premises.  The  results  have  not  in  all  cases  been 
entirely  satisfactory. 

During  National  Rat  Week  literature  was  forwarded  to  premises  likely 
to  be  most  affected.

Under  the  Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  Order  of  1910,  a supply  of  Anti-toxin 
i:a  kept  at  the  Health  Office  and  the  Police  Station,  and  the  total  amount 
supplied  free  of  charge  to  local  practitioners  and  used  in  the  Infectious 
I hseases  Hospital  during  1936  was  5,636,000  units.  The  Anti-toxin  is 
promptly  used. 


There  were  a few  return  cases,  hut  upon  enquiry  the  findings  were  un- 
satisfactory and  unreliable. 


It  has  been  general  to  discharge  all  uncomplicated  ca.ses  of  Scarlet 
ever  from  this  hospital  on  the  23th  to  the  30th  day.  If  the  accommodation 
IS  suitable,  attention  adequate,  and  the  people  desire  the  case  to  remain  at 
liOnie,  w-e  allow  this,  and  niaintain  gcnoral  suporvisioi). 


We  have  not  adopted  any  new  methods  for  the  selection  of  individual 
cases  for  admission  to  hospital. 

Cases  of  Measles  or  VVhoojimg  Cough,  if  complicated  bv  Pneumonia, 
are  now  admitted  to  Bull  Hill  Hospital,  if  accommodation  permits. 

Contacts  are  kept  under  ob.servation  after  removal  of  patients  and 
disinfection  of  hoiises.  Any  cases  suspected  as  “ Carriers  are  examined 
in  the  usual  way,  bacteriologically  and  clinically,  and  dealt  with  accordincdv 


No  use  has  been  made  of  the  tests  known  as  the  Schick  and  Dick  Tests, 
•n  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever  respectively. 

Clinics  have  been  held  throughout  the  \’ear  for  immunisation  against 
Diphtheria.  74  children  between  the  ages  of  1 ami  14  }’ears  were  immun- 
iseci  at  these  Clinics.  The  Clinics  are  still  continuing  but  the  response  to  all 
our  efforts  in  this  direction  is  somewhat  disapix)inting.  There  have  been 
rib'ill  effects  or  general  reaction. 

No  \ accinations  have  been  j>erforme(l  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
.under  the  jirovisions  of  the  Public  Health  (Smallpox)  Regulations,  1917. 

Number  of  special  reports  made  under  Article  17  (7)  of  Sanitary  Olli- 
cers  (Outside  London)  Regulations,  1935 — Nil. 

No  special  inciuiries  ha\‘e  been  undertaken  in  connection  with  epidemics 
from  influenza,  locally  contracted  anthra.x  or  rabies. 

Arrangements  in  this  district  are  so  completely  carried  out  for  the 
diagnosis  and  treatment  of  cancer  at  the  Blackburn  Ro}’al  Infirmary  in  their 
Radiological  Department  that  no  special  efforts  are  required  to  be  taken  in 
this  direction  by  the  Local  Authority. 


DISINFECTION  AND  DISINFESTATION.  . 

The  number  of  houses  disinfected  during  the  year  was  331.  199  of 

these  were  treated  with  formalin  after  Infectious  Disease,  123  were  treated 
with  sulphur  or  sprayed  for  bugs,  fleas,  etc.,  and  nine  were  treated  with 
hydrocyanic  gas  for  the  extermination  of  bugs.

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Meteorology. 


The  Meteorological  Observatory  is  at  Bold  Venture  Park  in  Lat,  53°  41 
25"  N.,  and  Lon.  2°  28'  32"  W.,  and  is  at  an  altitude  of  728  feet  above  mean 
sea  level. 


Observations  are  taken  twice  daily  at  9 a.m.  and  9 p.m. 


This  station  is  connected  with  the  Meteorological  Office,  and  is  called  a 
Normal  Climatological  Station  A report,  giving  all  details  of  readings,  is 
sent  each  month  to  the  Meteorological  Office,  London. 


The  total  rainfall  for  the  year  was  1438.8  millimetres,  or  58.58  inches 
being  recorded  on  242  days  ; the  average  for  the  last  twenty  years  being 
5G.03  inches.  The  greatest  monthly  fall  was  in  November,  1862.2  milli- 
metres ; and  the  lowest  in  May,  22.7  millimetres.  The  greatest  daily  fall 
was  41.7  millimetres,  on  December  14th,  when  the  River  Darwen  overflowed 
and  flooded  parts  of  the  town. 


The  total  sunshine  registered  on  276  days  during  the  year  was  1094.1 
hours,  the  average  for  twenty  years  is  1141.5  hours.

The  mean  minimum  temperature  in  shade  was  41.2°,  the  average  for 
the  last  twenty  years  is  40.7°.  The  lowest  monthly  mean  was  in  February, 
30.0°,  and  the  lowest  reading  for  the  year  21.0°  on  January  17th. 


A maximum  wind  velocity  of  56  miles  pier  hour  was  recortled  on  January 
9th,  direction  South  South-West.
